Of all the Britifh Actiniz this may be confidered 
as the moft beautiful. It is reprefented on the plate 
in its natural fize, but is fometimes larger. It is 
faid to be more frequently feen about the coafts of 
Cornwall than elfewhere. In the Gmelinian edition 
of the Syftema Nature this fpecies, with fome 
others, is placed in the genus Hydra, In color it 
occafionally varies, fpecimens fometimes occurring 
of a deep lead-color, and without the appearance 
of the rofe-colored tips of the tentacula.
